B, F. Brooks of Marion 
Kicked 
to 
Death by one of his Horses 
Last Saturday 


A terrible and fatal accident occur­ 
red at the farm home of Mr. Benjamin 
F Brooks last Saturday afternoon. Mr. 
Brooks had driven to Dixon to attend 
to some business during the day, ai d 
returning home in the afternoon, had 
unhitched 
his 
team, and taken the 
horsea to their stall. 
He then hud to 
pass the stalls of fifteen horses on his 
way to the stable door. 
His grand­ 
daughter, 
Nina Morrison, 
who 
was 
busily engaged In another part of the 
stable, heard the rear door slam; then 
she heard a horse jump, and her grand­ 
father’s voice, as he fell, exclaim in 
tones of pain, “ O, dear!’’ 
She at once 
hurried in the direction of the voice, 
where she found Mr. Brooks lying in 
the stall of one of the horses, his head 
near the manger. 
The horse had evi­ 
dently been frightened at the slamming 
of the door, and nervously kicked, 
striking Mr, Brooks as he passed, and 
had probably drawn him somewhat 
forward as he fell. 
She ran to another 
birn near by,where her uncle,Harvey, 
was at work. 
He hurried to where his 
father lay, and carried 
him alone to 
tue house, 
Mr. Brooks was dead, how­ 
ever, when found. 
The horse’s ironshod hoof had struck 
him in the temple and the blow

Book er T. Washington opened this 
school in an old church, on the 4th day 
of July, 188J. 
He had 30 pupils and 
he was the only teacher. He borrowed 
money to buy his first piece of ground 
and gave his watch as security for 
few tools with which to start a brick 
yard, where the students might mak e 
brick s for use at the school and to sell 
in the community. From this small be­ 
ginning, in 16 years, the school has 
grown to be a community of more than 
1500 people. 
T he industrial plant is of such vari- 
tv and magnitude that, by it, a thou­ 
sand students pay their way in school 
and at the same time learn a trade, as 
well as secure a good education. 
All 
the teaches and superintendents, from 
the beginning, have been negroes. The 
school now has property,in the way of 
dormitories, shops, lands and stock , to 
the value of $300,000, but no endow­ 
ment. 
It is supported by the “ hand to 
m outh” process. 
Secretary Wilson, of President Me.* 
Kinley’s cabinet, lately visited the 
school, and delivered the address at 
the opening of an agricultural build­ 
ing, the first of the k ind, in the history 
of the colored race, for teaching them 
scientific and practical agriculture. 
The school has a large foundry and I 
machine shop. 
it has made three 
smali steam engines and is now pre pa r­ 
ing to mak e a larger one. 
it L also 
mak ing a dynamo for the purpose of 
lighting its grounds and buildings by 
electricity. 
It will also furnish light 
and powfer for the city of Tusgegee, 
and, in tha t way, meet the expense of 
its own light and power. 
Rev. R. C. Bedford, for fifteen years 
secretary of the board of trustees, is 
now in thiscity representing the school. 
He spok e yesterday at the Baptist and 
Presbyterian churches and to the Y. 
M. G. A. 
Dixon, we believe, has never 
made any contribution to this work .— 
While here, Mr. Bedford will call, so 
far as possible, on our citizens, and we 
hope he may meet with a generous re­ 
sponse.
